Very great ob- 
jection bsid, been made to Confederation on the 
ground ih^t everything wbiild' be centralized 
at Ottawa, and this colony as a Province of 
the Dominion' toft uncared for. Would not 
tho same objection lie against Anne.fation 7 
But we saw iu tbe case ot American Slates 
and Territories on the Pacific that lliie lalal 
result did not, folluw. In joining Ciniida we 
becanio nn integral part of il— n.id lor the 
central government to negleot or injure this 
colony would ba as foolish and unnatural as it 
wuuld be fur a man tu injure or neglect a mem- 
ber of his own body, Il one member, oviiii tho 
most bumble, tiutfercd, all tbe luenibcrs would 
suffer wilb it. Community ot interest waa Iho 
guarantee for fair play to every section. The 
Dominion was made up of provinces ; and the 
pro.-iperity of tho whole must necessarily de- 
pend upon the prosperity of the various piiris. 
It bad been augarested whether Canada could 
or would fulfil her pledges. Ho wiia surprised 
to see an boo gentleman of so much experience 
advance such an idea, Tbo government ol 
the Dominion was composed of «enilenien, 
Hcveral of whom had a life-long experience in 
working out liberal institutions, and mon ol 
whom poaaes.sed, in a high degree, ihoae qual- 
iiioii which go to nirtku up the .Slatc.-iHian, 
Tlu'y liiij fince grasping the grand idea of 
(Jontederatiun, proved iheiu.-'el ves fit to 
govern iin Empire, Tho scheme was luipiri il 
as much as il was Canadian, and m an)- 
pledges thai might be given to this colony w<' 
might cunaider that bulb governments were 
included- K.^cccptiuo had been taken to the 
Dominion 6sbery laws, because tbey would 
permit our wbales to blow and our salmon to 
spawn with Impunity, but wben he beard tuob 
oiijeciions as these be was forced to suspec'. 
Ihe sincerity of the objector., ,The subject was 
the most important one ever debated on the 
British Pacific. Uesido it all other queBtions 
paled, nnd it becnmo hon members lo deal 
honestly with ihe issue. Objection bad been 
ni iilo to tbo Dominion Tarilf, And hero really 
Uy tbo only olijecliuns v.'urihy of seriuns con- 
sideralion. Hut wben Dr Helmcken uaseried 
that thai Tariff averaged scarcely less than 
our own, and thai it would destroy tbe 
igricultural and industrial in eresls iu 
Ibis culooy, he wai- whoily asiray: 
I'hs Canadian tar'ff averaged 'lolly a tb rd 
lest than our own, aod-allboagb i j its pre-, 
tent form It would be i ladapied to some 
mt'irests we would wish to pruteci, it should 
be renif^mberod that Confederation would 
Dii'j; m either Reciprocity or a revised 
I'arit] wliioh wuold meet /linBrioao produc- 
tions with a pruleolive doty. lie was Kra- 
iifi::d to Gnd that we now buvo a Uuvcru- 
meot taking up the Rreal qnea ion of Cun- 
ledersttbb i abd it wbdid afford bini great 
ulessare to support tbe Terms which had 
been aubiDiiiod.
